PARENTS 


There is a bad habit prowing 
amongst the boys of the town 
to make targets for the .22 rif¬ 
les and Bit guns out of grave 
markers at the cemetery, insul¬ 
ators on telephone and electric 
light polos bulbs on street lig¬ 
hts, locks on gates and other 
similar articles. This causes a 
great less in money every year 
for the Town, the Calgary Pow¬ 
er Co., people who try to keep 
graves in good repair and others 
with property where they can¬ 
not watch it all the time. 

The financial loss is the small¬ 
est of the hazards, however, 
created bv these thoughtless 
youngstero. Were they to kill 
someore, or shoot an eye out of 
some of their friends or pals, 
they would carry a burden of re¬ 
morse and regret for the remain¬ 
der of their lives, and unless 
this practice is stopped some ser 
ious accident is bound to happen 
it just simply can’t help it. No 
one wants to curb the enjoyment 
of the boys, and most people \ *’! 
agree that it is a fine thm:* for 
boys to know how to handle a 
gun. Rut. when boy - all ot tir u 
basement windows right hero 
in town, shoot the locks off gal¬ 
es, and shoot out colored lights 
on th e streets and big bulbs at 
th e Swimming Pool and other 
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public places, these boys do not 
know how to handle a gun, let 
nlore a .‘2‘2 ritle, and their guns 
should bo taken away until they 
learn how to use a gun and that 
they are not for the wilful des¬ 
truction of private and public 
property, but for the protection 
of life and the destruction of 
pests and varmints that annoy 
people. 

To merely give a boy a gun 
and turn him loose with it is 
invite disaster. Dad, or someone 
who knows the danger of glanc¬ 
ing bullets, bullets penetrating 
and travelling on, and the strik¬ 
ing power of a missile from a 
gun, should go out with Buddy 
and teach him the danger of th¬ 
ose tilings, and that he should a: 
ways look before shooting and 
be sure that no dwelling, animal 
or person is in the possible lir.o 
oi tire 01 his gun, and that no 
rock or other object will cause 
the missile to richoet or come 
back and hurt those standing 
near the one who is doing the 
shooting. 

It is within the law to confis¬ 
cate every firearm ot any des¬ 
cription and to hold thorn until 
police are satisfied that owners 
are capable of caring for them 
in such a manner that they will 
not create « nuisance. The Town 
Council hope it '' ill not bo nec¬ 
essary to confiscate within t; •? 
town, and so have asked that \ 0 
appeal t 0 parent and guami.v. s 
for their support and assistance 
in getting the boys to show pro¬ 
per respect for the rightg and 
privileges of others and thus a- 
void any ill feeling through or c 
police officials being forced to 
confiscate and hold these f iiv- 
arms. The hoys, nor parents 
either would like this. 

Now parents, after you ha .. 
got over cussing about these sug 
gestions, put yourself in the pos 
it ion of some citizens of the 
Town who have renewed the 
glass in their grave markers 
four times a year, only to go 
out again and find it shot ou : . 
Can’t we teach the boys to have 
some little respect for the dead 
and the consecrated piece of 
ground where they are laid. Or 
visualize yourself digging up the 
money to pay for the broken li¬ 
ght bulbs and insulators that 
the Town and Power Co. have 
to dig up for each month And 
so we could go on. 

Through co-operation of per¬ 
cents and the boys, these pract¬ 
ices can b e controlled without 
anyone feeling put out. Person¬ 
ally we feel that any boy who 
know s how to handle a gun, will 
not participate in these destruct 


ive practices, and if these are 
the pranks of boys who don’t 
know hew to handle a gun, then 
the sooner their gun a ar 0 taken 
away from them, the beiter for 
all concerned. 

TWO - TOOTEKS 


Two looters are increasii.g in 
number. So are the casualties. 
Two-looters are the motorists 
who have the idea that two toots 
of the horn by them cancel any 
ignals given by others. Thus, 
if one who has the right of way 
because lie’s in front repeatedly 
signals that he's about to make 
a left turn, the two-tootcr sim¬ 
ply gives two short blasts and 
tries to continue on his merry 
way. Frequently a 1 ! he does is 
try, because many times lie test-; 
his brakes to the limit, and all 
too often he crashes. 

The two-tooter often is new 
driver who has learned by ear. 
It is amazing to those who inqu¬ 
ire to learn how many two-toot - 
ers think they have the legal 
right to make others change 
courses simply by a couple of 
short shrieks. One cause of dif¬

It isn’t a bad idea for motor¬ 
ist; i. ) refresh their knowledge 
of the driving laws of the state 
in which they arc licensed or t * 
learn what the rc gulations are 
in the states they intend to vi - 
it. Nor is it a bad idea to think 
of the other drivers and what 
they are liable to do.

A generation ago the average 
woman of 40 was an old lady 
who wore a shawl across her 
shoulders while she sat by the 
fire and crocheted. She was well 
past the prime of life and “all 
tired out.” 

Today the woman of 40 looks 
30, plays golf and tennis and 
drives an automobile during the 
day and dances or plays cards 
far into the night, and then is 
down first to breakfast in the 
morning fresh and ready for an¬ 
other day which would have 
been a killing pace in grand¬ 
mother’s day. 

One of the causes of this ex¬ 
traordinary healthfulness of the 
modern woman is the develop¬ 
ment of her clothing. She no 
longer wraps herself up like an 
Egypt ion mummy or loads her¬ 
self down with pounds of heavy 
and superfious raiment. 

But hasn’t woman’s attitude 
toward herself contributed 
ur-fi to her transformation? 
Though a mother of seven she 
now dance, swim, go in for 
sports and driving, and 
cross youthfully without fear of 
social ostracism. No longer is 
the “respectable” woman’s con¬ 
dition in life just two degrees 
removed from the absolute im¬ 
prisonment of the harem.

with the joy of good health, or 
are you one of those depressing 
persons who demands sympathy 
because lie look s so miserable 

It is surprising how much of 
ill-health is due to neglect of 
those esantials which can easily 
l e secured by most people and 
which do not cost money. ’Flic 
proper kind of food costs no 
more than the wrong kind. 
Fresh air and sunshine are to be 
had for the asking. Sleep is not 
for sale; it means a proper bed¬ 
time. Exercise, rest and cleanli¬ 
ness can usually be secured by 
making a reasonable effort. 

These are the factors upon 
which personal health so larg¬ 
ely depends. They are under 
our own control; nobody can 
help Ug very much in securing 
them. If we want to enjoy good 
health, we cannot neglect them. 

Too many late dances which 
take up tlie time for sleep; too 
much living in artificial light 
and not enough sunlight; too 
many sweets between meals 
spoiling the appetite for proper 
food; indoor parties instead of 
outdoor exercises are some of 
the common reasons for ill hea¬ 
lth. 

In addition to neglecting them¬ 
selves, many persons are in oth¬ 
er ways, particularly careless as 
regards the health of others. 
They cough and sneez c without 
covering the noso and mouth; 
they talk right into your face; 
they kiss the baby on the mouth 
In fact they do about everything 
they can to spread to everyone 
they chance to meet any d’scrsr 
germs which may be present in 
their own nose and throat. 

Many are also careless of them¬ 
selves in disregarding the limits 
within which they may expect 
their bodie s to function normal¬ 
ly. The human body can stand 
up under a great deal of wear 
and tear, but, beyond certain 
limits, it begins to break. It is a 
matter of common sense to keep 
within the limits. Success is em¬ 
pty which is gained at the ex¬ 
pense of a wrecked body.
